Blown to Atoms.
A terrible explouou occurred ytsterday

morning at the mouth of St. Jobna river,
Fla., by which two men ware killed and
several men injured. Captain R G. Ross,
in charge of ihe Government jetty work at

St. Johns bar. has been engaged for severtl
d ttj a in blowing up the submerged wreck
of the oKi Dutch brig Neva, wbicb has for
year? obstructed the channel off May port
He had in his employ a lighter in commaod
of A. C. Moore, with a crew of twelve men
Two of the m«»n,R T. Moore, a son of the
captain, and a man named, Powell, colored
wre soldering a twenty live-pound can of
dynamite, wheD it exploded with a terrific
report, and blew both men to atoms, only
one toe of Moore being found after the ex-

plosion. Eng neer Dunn of the lighter was

badiy wounded in the side and arm. Capr.
Moore was blackened by the explosion and
badly shaken up, but is not seriously in
j tired. He is, however, in a state of mind
almost bordering upon insanity by rea

son of the terrible fate of his son
The explosion was beard for miles
around, and caused an upheaval of water
and tremor of the earth, which created con
sderab'e alerm The steam tug Robert
Turner went hurriedly to the scene of the
djas er, and then blew whistles of distress
which brought tbe government steamer and
others to the rescue, and carried Dunn to
Muyport, where be could receive medioal
treatment. The lighter was boarded im
mediately after the explosion to ascertain
«h ,t othfr damage was done, and every,
thing was found one mass of wreck and
ruin. Tbe machinery of tbe jetty lighter
and engine was completely demolished, a

big bole being fonnd on tbe deck of the
lighter, and the crew badly demoralized. A
set>rob was at once instituted for tbe re

mains of tbe men, but without further suc¬
cess. Moore's vest and pants were subse
queotly found among tbe floating wreckage,
torn completely in shreds. Moore, tbe
wbite man killed, was twenty-two years
old, and unmarried. This is the firBt seri
ous accident that has occurred at these
jetties since tbe work began several years
ago._
OHO! After the Wedding .The most

deliberate and coldblooded murder In the
history of Vermont has occurred at Moot
pelier in the cowardly killing of George
Gould, a young farmer, just twenty four
nours married, by his rival. Wednesday at
East Mont polier, Gould married Laura Cut¬
ler, daughter of the late William Cutler, a

wealthy farmer, whose property, as an only
child, she had inherited. Ever since tbe
war, and up to the timo of Cutler's death,
there had resided with him on tbe farm one
Jame-j Sherman Caswoll, a veteran of tbe
Thirteenth Regiment, Vermont Volunteers.
He had known Laura from a child, and
made love to Li-r when she grew up and
proposed, but bad been refused for a much
younger and Detter looking man. Caswell
ihrtaieued lo kill the man ehe married, but
no attention was paid to this, and tbe pair
were wedded in the town, amid much re

j icing Wednesday evening. Yesterday
morni: g they set out for the bride's home,
and, as they were entering the door, Cas¬
well, who was secreted behind it, stepped
out with a double barreled shotgun and
tired point blank at Gonld, blowing away
the entire lower part of bis face. The vic¬
tim fell to tbe ground, and died in a few
momenta. Tbe murderer coolly put np bis
gun, and. gav6 himself up, Baying he was
without friends, and wanted to he hanged.
He claims that for over a year past be has
lived with Laura as her hu-baud, and would
not let any other man take his place. This
is, however, not believed by the friends of
the young girl, who is prostrated,
"What is a 'seedless' raisin, and bow is it

produced?" was asked of an importer of
fruits. "The next time you eat a piece of
mince pie," he replied, "you will find the
seedless raisin in it, if tbe 'meat' baa been
properly made. It is a smallish cream-
colored fruit, about tbe size of a gooseberry,
und is used wilb an unbroken skin. It
comes from Smyrna and is called tbe 'Sol-
tana.' It is grown seedless simply by arrest¬
ing one of the laws of nature. When the
grape is about half ripe the end of the vine
is bent and buried in the ground. This pre¬
vents the formation of seed and the full de¬
velopment of th,e fruit but it ripens all tbe
same and has a delicious flavor.".Philadel¬
phia Times.
